ding and alliſting to her Maieſties . all other her en in * Gealme ed all their foꝛces 
inthe execution thereof. 
1 And to the ende that all other her Maictties ſubiects of allother partes ok her layde Uealme of Ireland, of 
5 what condition oꝛ Eſtate ſo euer they be, might perfectly vnderſtand her Maieſties good meaning zeale and 
I © carcfullininde towardes them, oz ſhould not be abuſcd,o2 ſeduced by the atozelayde o2 the like falle and flaun- 
| derous repoꝛtes, giuen forth by thoſe falſe Traytours, Her Maieſtie doth in the honour and woꝛde of a So⸗ 
ueraigne Pꝛince, and in the pꝛelence ol God, giue notice by this her Pꝛoclamation, to all her Subiects of all 
1 ſorts ofthat Realme that ſhe doth and wil loue, and eſteeme them, and euery ofthem that pꝛelently doe, oꝛ vp- 
: _ onthepubliſhinghercof, ſhallimploy themlelues inherſeruice, like faithfull and true Subiccts, and thatſhee 
© will not ſulker,o2 permit them to be oppꝛelled, hindered, oꝛ cuill vſed, by any perſon, but will cheriſh and defend 
them in all cauſes, and in their landes, liuings, and aul liberties, as her moſt faithfull and true Subiects. 
And thereloꝛe her Maieſtie doth aduiſe , exhoꝛt and charge them, and euery of them, that they will giue firme 
N tredit to this her meaning and intention, publiſhed by expꝛeſſe oꝛder from her owne mouth and heart, and 
that they will not be ſeduced by the leude repoztes of any other, but imploy themlelues by all the good meanes 
In they map, to continue in their naturall, true and faith full obedience to her Maieſtie, and to doe what in them 
J lueth to alliſt her Highneſle Deputie, and other pꝛincipall officers, in the cheriſhing, maintaining and continu⸗ 
ing ora good,pcaceable and quiet gouernement of that Realme, which is the thing her Maieſtie doth moſt de⸗ 
ſire, and foꝛ the compaſſing whereof, and the good contentment ok her people, ſhe hath not herctofoze, noꝛ yet 
i will ſpare any care, trauel oʒ charge, aſſuring them and cuery ol them, that ſhe will cheriſh, maintaine and con⸗ 
tinue them and euery okthem, in their lawkull ſtates, rightes liberties and dignities, with all good loue, grace

75 I 
And fo2 that her highnes thinketh the offences oflatecommitted in ioyning with thoſe that goe about to We 
ſhake off her gouernment , and to relinquiſh her Paicſttes obedience and to ſubmit themſeclues to a foꝛreigne 
and a ſtrange Potentate to be greater then that her Deputie ofthat Nealme, oz any other her pzincipall 
miniſters d olficers in that realme, might pꝛeſume to extend grace 02 Pardon to any of the offendours, with⸗ 
dat ſpetial oꝛder and warrant from her Highneſſe: She hath thought meete fox the better aſſurance olluch as 
bubu cubmit themlelues in maner aloꝛelayd, to tauſe this her Pzoclamation to be ſigned with her owne hand, 
3 and with aduile ok her counſell to paſſe vnder the great Sealeof this Realme ol England, which ſball be as 
© lufficient to all perſons, as though they, and eueryof them, had ſpeciall pardons vnder her layde great Seale. 
And pet if any perſons to be pardoned by this Pꝛoclamation, ſhall deſire to haue foꝛ themſelues any ſpeciall 
1 Pardons, they ſhall haue che ſame bpon theirſuteto the Lond Deputie, made to them vnder the great Deale
